But 
Carson was serious as he 
discussed the value of the 
program: “In my opin¬ 
ion,” he said, “this is the most 
meaningful and deserving 


award show on the air today.” 

In addition to short video 
profiles of the 36 teacher 
honorees, program enter¬ 
tainment included perfor¬ 
mances in dance, drama, and 
music by student groups 
taught and led by teacher 
honorees. 

Many of the honored 
teachers offered moving philo¬ 
sophical messages to the 
audience. Charles Bird, a 
swimming coach from 
Indiana, who won the award 
for outstanding athletic coach, 
brought a green feather up to 
the podium. “Timothy gave 
Dumbo a feather; with it, he 
could fly,” Bird said. “We give 
our athletes feathers. Teachers, 
parents—give your children 
magic feathers, and stand back 
and watch them soar.” 

Robin Kramer, a Mountain 
View, California, music 
teacher who won the award 
for outstanding performing 
arts teacher, described the 
value of music education in 
the lives of children. “Music 
is a wonderful metaphor for 
life,” she said,“ and pretty 
soon, students realize that 
the ability to succeed comes 
from within them.” 

“The Outstanding Teacher 
of 1992” was chosen in a 
secret vote by the 36 teacher 
honorees, and Rafe Esquith, a 
fifth and sixth grade teacher at 
Hobart Elementary School in 
Los Angeles, was selected. 


“I’ve been given a really 
great opportunity to let 
people know there are a lot 
of great teachers,” Esquith 
said after the event. 

Esquith was especially 
impressed with the quality of 
the 36 teachers, many of 
whom are now planning to 
work together on innovative 
projects they began to de¬ 
velop during three days of 
pre-event activities. “All of 
these teachers have a 
tremendous passion to 
educate,” said Esquith. 

Michael D. Eisner, Chairman 
and Chief Executive Officer of 
The Walt Disney Company, 
thanked Delta Air Lines and 
The Coca-Cola Company 
for their support of The 
American Teacher Awards, 
and summed up the evening 
this way: “The people we are 
honoring this evening are 
exceptional—but not unique.

VALENTINE'S DAY: 

A BRIEF HISTORY 
It seems so natural—springtime 
is for love. Authorities differ on 
how the heart-felt holiday got its 
start. Some say it began with the 
ancient Roman festival known as 
Lupercalia. Others trace it to one 
of two early Christian saints, 
both named Valentine. Some 
experts link the holiday to old 
English beliefs that birds choose 
their mates on February 14. 
While the English started cele¬ 
brating Valentine's Day as early 
as the 15th century, commercial 
valentines were first made in the 
early 1800s; British artist Kate 
Greenaway became famous for 
her drawings, featured on these 
popular cards. Many of the early 
valentines were blank inside, so 
that the sender could compose a 
personal note.

to be much more education 
on our part.” 

First Colonial established 
a children’s savings program 
in June, offering special in¬ 
centives to kids who achieve 
pre-set savings goals. The pro¬ 
gram is designed to make 
banks kid-friendly, with 
tellers and bank officers 
sitting down with children, 
explaining the quarterly 
statements and the concept 
of interest. 

Pawlik advocates giving 
children a regular, reasonable 
allowance, offered as com¬ 
pensation for doing basic 
chores around the house. 

“If allowance is given in con¬ 
junction with education 
about savings, it proves a 
very positive experience.” 

Children should be en¬ 
couraged to spend part of this 
allowance, if they wish, but 
should be taught to save a 
predetermined amount 
every week. “The reward of 


getting compensated for see¬ 
ing a responsibility through— 
coupled with a reward of 
getting a growing savings and 
interest—offers children 
great reinforcement.” 

How much to give children 
is a tough call. Experts sug¬ 
gest parents arrive at the 
amount together with their 
children—and stick to it, 
so the kids can count on a 
regular income. 

When John F. Kennedy was 
12, he wrote his father a note, 
pleading for a 30 cent raise to 
his 40 cent allowance—a 
significant increase. He got 
it, historians say, because 
he argued that he needed to 
buy canteens, a searchlight, 
and blankets for his scouting 
activities. Like Kennedy’s 
father, parents should be 
ready to strike a deal for an 
increase in allowance as a 
child’s activities increase or 
require more purchases, 
experts say. Pawlik says she 
often sees children lining up 
on Saturday mornings, with 
as little as one dollar in hand, 
anxious to do their banking 
for the week. Some children, 
she says, insist on telling the 
tellers, in detail, exactly how 
they earned the money they 
are depositing. 

Parents don’t need a pre¬ 


established program like First 
Colonial’s to get their chil¬ 
dren interested in saving. 
“Almost any bank will set up 
and explain a basic savings 
account with a child,” Pawlik 
says. “Most bank representa¬ 
tives will also visit schools, 
sometimes bringing a por¬ 
table automatic teller 
machine to demonstrate the 
new automated processes. 

“Many parents don’t realize 
how interesting money can 
be to children,” says Pawlik. 
“Don’t underestimate chil¬ 
dren and their ability to 
begin learning about basic 
savings skills and financial 
opportunities.”

PRESIDENT S DAY 
With the special encores of 
Presidential Inaugural Celebra¬ 
tion for Children on Feb. 2 
and Presidential Inaugural 
Celebration for Youth on Feb. 3, 
it seems fitting to take a light 
look at those two great presidents 
born in the month of February. 



SO MUCH FOR LONG SPEECHES 
George Washington's second 
inaugural speech, delivered on 
March 4, 1 793, was the shortest 
in history—only 133 words. 
Talking at normal speed, say 
historians, the speech would 
have lasted about two minutes. 
No one would accuse Washington 
of being long-winded. 



LINCOLN LISTENED 
Historians credit a little girl from 
New York—Grace Bedell—with 
getting Lincoln to grow a beard. 
In October, 1860, she wrote: "I 
have got four brothers and part 
of them will vote for you and if 
you let your whiskers grow I 
will try and get the rest of them 
to vote for you you [sic] would 
look a great deal better for your 
face is so thin." Lincoln wrote 
back "...as to the whiskers...do 
you not think people would call 
it a silly piece of affection if I 
were to begin it now?" 

That fall, Lincoln grew a beard. 



But kids get headaches, 
too. Several studies suggest 
that as many as 20 percent 
of all children suffer from 
headaches—and at least four 
percent are prone to frequent 
migraines. While a child’s 
discomfort is usually brief 
and usually not serious, there 
are occasions when parents 
should ask a practitioner to 
evaluate the situation. 

According to Sanford 
Schneider, M.D., professor 
and chairperson of the 
Division of Child Neurology at 
Loma Linda University, in 
California, children as young 
as four years old sometimes 
complain of headaches. 
Typical symptoms, Schneider 
says, are irritability, inactivity, 
or vomiting. 

While headaches in chil¬ 
dren are not uncommon, 
Schneider says that if a parent 
sees a persistent headache, 
certain conditions warrant 
calling a physician immedi¬ 
ately: a headache lasting over 
a number of days; dilation of 
a pupil; neck stiffness; persis¬ 
tent nausea and vomiting, or 
if a child’s eyes are turned 
inward. 

One of the most important 
factors in the evaluation of a 
child with persistent head¬ 
aches is the family medical 
history. Like adults, children 
can get migraine headaches, 
especially if others in the 
family suffer from the prob¬ 


lem. A physician, Schneider 
says, will ask the parents the 
relation of the headaches to 
the time of day, to school, to 
any stressful situations, and to 
the ingestion of certain foods, 
such as cheese, nuts, choco¬ 
late, fish, iodized salt, and 
smoked or processed meats. 
Parents may be asked to keep 
a headache diary, recording 
pertinent data and factors 
associated with the onset of 
the headaches. 

According to the American 
Academy of Pediatrics, other 
causes of headaches in chil¬ 
dren include braces, viral 
illnesses, strep throat, aller¬ 
gies, sinus infections, urinary 
tract infections, and stress. 
Acetaminophen or ibupro- 
fen (Tylenol or Advil, for 
example) are usually effec¬ 
tive, Schneider says, in treat¬ 
ing the discomfort of a 
child’s headache. 

Children whose migraine 
headaches cause them to be 


absent from school for as 
much as once a week are 
sometimes treated with oral 
medications such as Inderal 
and Verapamil, drugs also 
used to treat high blood 
pressure and heart problems 
in adults. Schneider says that 
about one-third of the chil¬ 
dren suffering migraine head¬ 
aches will outgrow them as 
they mature. 

“What’s important,” 
Schneider adds, “is that par¬ 
ents listen to a child’s com¬ 
plaint of a headache, and 
make sure the condition 
doesn’t warrant further 
attention.”

TAKE A WOK: STIR-FRY FOR THE.SMALL FRY 

The great thing about stir-fry is that kids get a great deal of satisfaction from 
helping to make an entire dinner for the family, says Natalie Haughton, author of 
365 One-Dish Meals (Harper & Row, 1990, $15.95) 

The quickness of the preparation is appealing to kids, who typically have short 
attention spans in the kitchen. And the versatility of most stir-fry recipes allows for 
easy substitutions of less-liked vegetables for favorites. “Let children substitute; 
they will be more inclined to want to make it and eat it,” says Haughton. 

Children need shoulder-to-shoulder supervision when stir-frying and must be 
directly assisted with both the cutting and the cooking. Stir-frying requires high 
heat, so potholders and heat-proof wok or skillet handles are a must. Be sure to 
have everyone wash their hands before cutting up the food, and make sure the 
cutting board is very clean. 


STIR-FRIED BEEF AND PEPPERS 
Preparation time: 15 minutes 
Cooking Time: 10 minutes; Serves 4, 

1/3 cup beef broth 

2 tbsp. reduced-sodium soy sauce 
1 tsp. cornstarch 
1 garlic clove, minced 
1/4 tsp. black pepper 

1 lb. boneless sirloin steak, cut into thin strips 

3 tbsp. vegetable oil 
1 medium red bell pepper, cut into thin strips 

1 medium green bell pepper, cut into thin strips 

1 6 oz. package frozen Chinese pea pods with water chestnuts, thawed. 


1. In a small bowl combine beef broth, soy sauce, cornstarch, garlic, and 
black pepper. Stir to dissolve cornstarch. Set aside. 

2. In a wok or large skillet, heat 1 tbsp. oil. Add half the beef and stir-fry over high 
heat for 2 to 3 minutes, until beef is browned on outside but remains pink 
inside. Remove to a plate. Repeat with another tbsp. of oil and the remaining 
beef; remove to plate with beef. 

3. Add remaining 1 tbsp. oil to wok and heat until hot. Add red and green peppers 
and pea pods and stir-fry until crisp-tender, 3 to 4 minutes. 

4. Reduce heat to medium-high. Stir sauce and add to wok. Stir-fry until sauces 
boils and thickens.

F rom the opening big band blast of “Sweet Georgia 
Brown,” this Big Band concert from the Big Apple is a 
show bursting with the skill and the charm that has made 
Harry Connick, Jr. an international star at age 25. “I’ve 
played New York from the barrooms to Broadway, ” 


Connick confides,“and it’s always a thrill, 
a special feeling.” In the course of Harry 
Connick, Jr.: The New York Big Band 
Concert , a world premiere on The Disney 
Channel, Connick explores the full range 
of his considerable talents as singer, 
pianist, conductor—and drummer ? 

“That wasn’t planned,” Connick 
admits. “I just started fooling around on 
the drums and the next thing I knew, my 
drummer Shannon Powell was over on 
the bongos playing this Latin beat. There 
are tons of new moments in this show.” 

Indeed, this concert filmed at The 
Paramount has distinctively fresh versions 
of such Connick originals as “Recipe For 
Love,” a sweet little toe-tapper. “That’s a 
good way to describe it,” Connick says. 
“Out of all my songs ‘Recipe for Love’ is 
one of the most popular—I never could 
understand why.” 

From there the concert jumps to “The 
Bare Necessities,” the much loved Oscar- 
nominated hit from 1967’s The Jungle 
Book, which Connick recorded for 
Disney’s Simply Mad About the Mouse 
compilation, in company with such 
artists as Billy Joel and Michael Bolton. 
“It’s a great number, and audiences go 
nuts, out of their minds. I’m very proud 


of it because Disney songs are a huge 
part of our culture. I’ll be singing it when 
I’m 80 years old.” 

Connick first gained international 
attention with his stylish music for 
another film, When Harry Met Sally. The 
Harry in the film was played by Billy 
Crystal, of course, but “It Had To Be You” 



was pure Connick. Born the same year 
that The Jungle Book was released, and 
raised in New Orleans, Harry Connick, Jr. 
has been performing since he was 6, has 
been recording since he was 9, and has 
paid many dues in the nightclubs of 
Bourbon Street. Drawing from the roots 


of Dixieland, bebop, jazz and classic 
crooning, Connick puts it all together 
with a well-seasoned touch and leading 
man originality. 

“Don’t Get Around Much Anymore” 
demonstrates Connick’s mastery of 
standards: the number starts out with 
Connick solo at the piano, taking his 
time as he sings the story of a man who 
is lonely and still in love. Then his big 
band swings in and takes this classic 
song from the intimate to the large- 
screen version. Connick follows with 
“You Didn’t Know Me When” (co-written 
with lyricist Ramsey McClean), a song 
featuring that big jazz feeling and a bold, 
bouncy beat that evokes the confidence 
of the late ’40s and ’50s. 

“It was a good time in American his¬ 
tory,” Connick reflects. “A great time in 
American art and the best time musically.” 

Next up is the intriguing tribute to an 
elusive father figure, “He Is They Are,” 
followed by the raw stompin’ energy of 
New Orleans street beat. “With 
Imagination” is the quintessential 
Connick high-steppin’ stagger and shake, 
joined by musicians he modestly calls 
“some of the greatest heavyweights the 
music business has to offer.” 

A classy showman, Harry Connick 
covers every square inch of stage in 
concert. Like a magician, he pops up at 
stage left on the piano, then reappears at 
stage right on the drums. But still he 
shares the spotlight warmly with his 
band. “Talented dudes,” Connick says of 
his sidemen. “They give everything.” 
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Connick slows the pace down a bit for 
the title tune from his album “We Are In 
Love” and then swings into the big 
groove of “It Had To Be You,” a show¬ 
stopping tune that dates to 1926.“That 
melody is so perfect,” Connick says. “I 
never thought people would associate 
me so strongly with this song, but I’ll 
probably be singing it in 2026.” 

The sometimes humorous “Just Kiss 
Me” is played at an incredibly fast clip. 

“A fierce tempo for the rhythm section,” 
Connick admits. “When you can play 
that fast for that long, it’s pretty 
impressive—and they really wail.” 

“Just Kiss Me” may be a hard number 
to follow, but there is a big finish to the 
show with “All Of Me.” And that’s exactly 
what you get—all that Harry Connick, Jr. 
has to offer in a concert filmed with a 
special intimacy by Jill Goodacre, his 
fiance. “I am as pleased with the way it 
looks as the way it sounds,” says 
Connick. “No pretense, a happy way to 
play—it makes people laugh and jazz 
hasn’t done that in many years.” 

The New York Big Band Concert comes 
at the culmination of nearly three years 
of touring worldwide. When asked 
what’s coming up next, the 25-year-old 
Connick replies, with a warm N’awlins 
drawl, “I’m just going to sit back and 
watch The Disney Channel and wait for 
my show to come on.”

The Pediatric AIDS Foun¬ 
dation was created in 
1989 by three friends: 

Elizabeth Glaser (at right 
with Jason Priestley), 

Susan DeLaurentis, and 
Susan Zeegen. Elizabeth 
Glaser, who had been 
infected with the HIV virus 
in 1981, from a blood 
transfusion administered 
late in her pregnancy, had 
just lost her daughter Ariel to AIDS. Glaser, 
DeLaurentis, and Zeegen were determined to 
create a foundation that confronted the problems 
unique to children infected with HIV. Today the 
Pediatric AIDS Foundation remains the only group 
focused specifically on creating a future that will 
offer effective therapies and possible cures for 
children and newborns infected by HIV. In 
addition to identifying and funding critically 
needed pediatric AIDS research, the foundation's 
additional programs include providing help to 
hospitals around the country which serve children 
with HIV/AIDS; encouraging students to enter the 
field of pediatric AIDS through a student intern 
program; developing a parent education program; 
and coordinating think tanks to identify a 
pediatric AIDS research agenda. In 1992, Walt 
Disney Records joined fund-raising forces with the 
Pediatric AIDS Foundation with the release of the 
album For Our Children . All proceeds from the sale 
of the album (the cover art, pictured below, was a 
water color painting by Ariel Glaser) were 
donated to the foundation. The same is true for 
For Our Children: The Concert .

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Meet one of rock’s living legends, 
a woman who rose from poverty to become a superstar.

T o go home with Tina Turner is to 
go back to her roots and trace her 
phenomenal rise from impov¬ 
erished cotton picker to global megastar. 
Yes, Tina Turner actually picked cotton 
as a child—and she made the Guinness 
Book of Records in 1988 when 182,000 
fans got together for her Brazilian 
concert—the largest paying crowd for a 
solo artist in history. Since 1984, and her 
“comeback” album Private 
Dancer , with its smash single 
“What’s Love Got To Do With 
It?”, Tina Turner’s worldwide 
record sales have topped a 
whopping 25 million. 

Tina Turner: Going Home 
opens with the power and the 
passion of Tina’s “Nutbush City 
Limits,” an appropriate autobio¬ 
graphical sketch of her homelife in rural 
Tennessee, intercut with folks 
reminiscing. “She was mostly a leader,” 
remembers Turner’s high school 
principal. “She was a good student, a 
basketball player and a cheerleader— 
she would have played football if it 
was permitted.” 


Songwriter Tony Joe White starts an 
acoustic version of 1990’s “Steamy 
Windows” and then we cut to footage of 
Turner in concert before Tina takes us 
back to St. Louis in 1956, and her pivotal 
meeting with the man who would be¬ 
come her husband, Ike Turner. Tina’s 
career as a singer blossomed in 1960, 
when one of Ike’s male vocalists failed to 
make a session, and Tina stepped in at 


the last minute to record the lead vocals 
on the hit “Fool In Love.” 

The early period of Tina Turner’s 
career is a moving docudrama played 
out in grainy black-and-white TV shows. 
Of her tempetuous relationship with Ike' 
Turner, Tina recalls that backstage she 
was “a slave girl—all of that stardom 


meant nothing.” Musically she began to 
overshadow Ike in 1967, when Phil 
Spector produced her hit “River 
Deep—Mountain High”; “Proud Mary” 
in 1971 firmly established Turner as a 
major rock artist. 

Times got tough when Tina left Ike in 
1976 with “six cents in her pocket and a 
Mobil gas card.” But admirers like 
David Bowie remembered her, and this 
program showcases Bowie in 
spellbinding harmony, dancing 
with “such a lady,” as Cher 
describes Tina. Elton John and 
Mark Knopfler also tell it like 
she is before Tina joins Bryan 
Adams for their hit “It’s Only 
Love.”
